What the Proposed. Change In Condi-

The proposition is under considera- 


‘tion for @ change in the conditions for | 


admission to West Point. - ; 
» It 18 not propdsed to lower the stand: 
ards of admission, but fo admit.any 
designated candidate who bas. pissed 
without-conditions the entrance exam- 
inations to a university or college’ the 
standing of which is satisfactory to 
the @@ademic board. it is also propos- 
ed to‘ admit those who have passed 
what is known as the American col: 
lege board examinations without cdn- 
ditions, provided in both cases that 
the mathematical standard is equal to 
that required for admission to West 
Point. Of course such candidates will 
be subject to the same physical exam. 
nation as others. 

It is believed that this is a step for 
ward, as it will enable young men who 
are preparing for college to go on and { 
complete their education if they should 
have failed to secure an appointment | 
to West Point. They can thus prepare 
for college and for West Point at the 
same time, and this plan will put West 
Point -in Ine to secure some of the 
brightest young men who are seeking 
a higher education. 

Not only will it decrease the num 
ber of vacancies at the academy, but 
it is the general belief that young men 
selected from those prepared for col- 
lege will have a broader education and 
less liable to fail if they should enter 
the academy. At the same time this 
change will not prevent young men 
from taking a special course of study 
for West Potnt.—Army and Navy Jour- 
nal. 


THIS IS REALLY TOO BAD! 


We Don’t Speak Good English and 
Have Mighty Poor Literature, 

When the American ambassador, 
Walter Hines Page, tells us—in some 
degree, at least, seriously—that better 
Dgstish is spoken In America than in 
England it really is a little too much. 
At the Savage club dinner the other 
evening he said, “On our side of the 
Atlantic we speak English better than 
you do.and more of it!” The Ameri- 
cans are a people (or air a people) that, 
as Charles Dickens told them, liked 
to be “cracked up.’ They are rich. 
They are, or seem to be, confident of 
themselves. They excel at the busi- 
ness of games. They make things 
“bum.” But it is absurd to pretend 
they speak good English. 

Their English and their spellipg of 
English—whieh,- we ere serry to say, 
is imitated by English writers who 
should know better—are most unpleas 
ant. Their twang is sometimes so. 
Nor is American literature of much 
account. ‘Che Americans, !t is true, 
have had Emerson and Walt Whit- 
man, two great and original writers 
and thinkers, and they have had Haw- 
thorne. Bret Harte, too, counts in a 
smaller way, while William Cullen 
Bryant wrote a wonderful little poem, 
“To a Waterfowl.” But the list of 
their writers of genius or even high 
talents {is painfully restricted.—Lon- 
don Sa:.rday Review.

All Hydrogen Makers, 


Professor Sir James Dewar, lec- 
turing at the Royal Ingtitution in 
London recently mentioned a re 
markable discovery which he made 
in the course of his heat researches, 
It was that every Living animal waa 
constantly giving off hydrogen gas 
during respiration. 

One of his assistants, Mr. Green, 
gave off as much as a half litre 
daily, while Dewar himself only pro- 
duced 100 cubic centimetres, 

The. production of hydrogen in 
connection with the processes of di. 
gestion has been long known, bul 
apart from this there is a steady and 
uniform exhalation of hydrogen, 

“Where does it all go?" he asked. 
In the course of ages it has accu 
ulated to an enormous extent unless 
it has escaped from the atmosphere 
or came to earth in the form of wa- 
ter.
